Plan now for the annual County 


Fair to be held at the new fair 
grounds August 21 to 25 inclusive. 
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Thirteen Mineral Products 
Listed From County In 
Past Calendar Year 


El] Dorado County’s mineral out- 
put for 1939 included thirteen min- 
eral products with an aggregate 
value of $3,277,679 according to a 
report recently released by the state 
Division of Mines. 

The principal part of the report | 
concerns the state’s mining produc- 
tion as an entire unit and the 
breakdown does not list the separ- 
ate thirteen mineral products pro- 
duced in the county. 

Under the direction of Walter W. 
Bradley, state mineralogist, com- 
pilation of the final returns from 
the mineral producers of California 
for 1939 has been completed by the 
Statistical section. Total values 
shown for the year was $352,462,- 
564, being a decrease of $27,982,392 
from the total of 1938 which was 
$80,444,976, the decrease being due 
to petroleum. 

There were sixty-two different 
mineral substances, exclusive of a 
segregation of various stones group- 
ed under gems: and all fifty-eight 
counties of the state contributed to 
the list. 

As revealed by the following, the 
salient features of 1939 compared 
with the previous year were: The 
metal and _ industrial - materials 
groups showed increases in total 
value, while fuels, structural mater- 
ials, and salines showed a decline. 
Of the year’s mineral output gold 
showed the greatest increase i 
value, followed in turn by copper, 
brick and hollow building-tile, tung- 
sten ore, quicksilver, lime, magne- 
site, cement, limestone, borates, talc 
and soapstone, silica, and salt; — 
while those showing decreases in 
amount and value were petroleum, 
potash, miscellaneous stone, and 
mineral water, Returned to the com- 
mercial list after several years ab- 
sence were antimony, molybdenum, 
titanium ores, and strontium. 

Of the fuels, petroleum showed a 
decrease in value of $31,995,487. 

Of the metals all materials un- | 
der this grouping showed an in- 
creased value of output with the

Declines In East

A band of cool air moved slowly 


southward from the Canadian bor- 
der over the eastern half of the 
United States today bringing relief 
to areas which had suffered for 11 
days under intense heat and op- 
pressive humidity. 

The cooling breezes followed scat- 
tered thundershowers in the sec- 
tion which stretched from the plain 
states eastward to the Atlantic sea- 
board and southward to the Ohio 
River valley and, in the east, low- 
er New York state. 


The U. S. Weather Bureau said 
the rain and lower temperatures 
would extend over a larger area to- 
day, but the mountains and plains 
states of the west could look for- 
ward only to more scorching wea- 
ther. The Pacific coast was cool 
with a maximum of 64 degrees at 
San Francisco. 

At least 662 persons died of heat 
prostration or drowning. Heat vic4 
tims totaled 329 dead, and drown- 
ings 333. Pennsylvania led the na- 
tion with 98 dead; Ohio reported 79; 
Michigan 69; Illinois 65; New York 
55, and Wisconsin 33. 

Hundreds more were treated for 
sun stroke and others collapsed as 
the muggy blanket of air settled 
over the eastern and middle west- 
ern regions. At Philadelphia the 
temperature was only 77 degrees, 
but the humidity was 93 per cent. 


‘New York City also reported 77 de- 


grees and humidity 90 per cent. In 
the Mississippi valley, St. Louis re- 
ported that a maximum of 101 de- 
grees was expected for a second suc- 
cessive day. Salt Lake City, Utah, 
expected the mercury to rise to 97 
degrees. 

Water consumption rose daily in 
all cities. Cincinnati reported that 
the water works there was pumping 
more than 100,000,000 gallons daily 
for the second time in_ history. 
Breweries and soft drink dispens- 
ers reported approximately doubled 
sales.

social security act were announced 
by J. G. Bretherton, manager of the 
Sacramento office of the social se- 
curity board, who has returned from 
a regional conference of social se- 
curity officials in San Francisco. 
Bretherton said special attention 
will be given to informing the wi- 
dows and surviving children of in- 
Sured workers who have died since 
last January Ist of the insurance 
payments now provided by the act. 

“This is a new feature of the 
law,” Bretherton said, “and some 
families may not be informed of 
their rights. Several of these claims 
by the surviving widow and children 
of the deceased worker have already 
been filed with the Sacramento of- 
fice, but we are anxious that no one 
entitled to these payments will be 
overlooked.” 


Bretherton reported that employ- 
ers have in many instances been 
helpful in informing the survivors 
of a former employe of their rights 
and directing them to his office. 
Labor union officials were also. said 
to be helpful in advising their mem- 
bers of the new provision of the law. 


Monthly insurance payments will 
be made, it was explained, if the 
worker died this year, leaving a 
widow with a child under age of 
18, providing the father previous to 
death had worked at jobs under the 
social security act in at least six 
calendar quarters within the past 
three years with earnings of at 
least $50 in each of the six quar- 
ters. The Sacramento office of the 
Social Security Board, located at 
701 K Street in the Old Postoffice 
building, receives claims from fam- 
ilies entitled to insurance payments 
and also from eligible workers who 
have attained age $5 and have had 
sufficient employment under the 
law to entitle them to monthly pay- 
ments upon retirement.

Starting in the Echo Lake region, 
on June 15th, at a time when many 
of the highland trails remained 
blocked with snow, plants were 
made in Elbert, Round, Dardan- !

gery, Lost and Aloha Lakes.

Wright’s Lake and by July 14th , 
had completed plants of trout fry’ 
in Wright’s. Dark, Beauty, Island, 
Twin, Sylvia, Maud, Barrette, Law- 
rence, Top, Lost, Camp Three, | 
Camp Five and Pearl Lakes and in! 
the tributaries of Silver Creek, | 


On July 16th the pack train 
moved to Wentworth Springs, 
where it will plant the lakes and 
certain streams of that area. On 
July 22nd it moved to Miller Lake 
and is planting the Upper Rubicon, 
Fox, Rockbound, Faun, 
land and numerous other lakes as 
well as the Rubicon and its tribu- 
taries. 

Next, the headquarters will be set 
up on Meek’s Bay trail for some 
five days. Eagle Falls camp at Em- 
erald Bay then becomes headquart- 
ers and the Velmas, Fontainillis, 
Dick’s, Tallac, Eagle, Show, Schmi- 
dell, Lois, Doris and numerous other 
lakes of that area will receive their 
1940 quota of fish. 

The pack train then moves to 
Glen Alpine Springs resort, three 
miles above Fallen Leaf Lodge, and 
eight of the lakes in upper Glen Al- | 
pine Canyon will then be planted. 

During September the Pack train | 
will again operate from Echo sum- 
mit planting Showers, Meiss, Toem, 
Cup, Ropi, Channel, Saucer, Emer- | 
ald and other lakes which could not 
be reached in June due to snow- 
blocked trails.
